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" The present tolls are: — One penny halfpenny per ton, per mile on coals, salt, 
»utward-bound, and all sorts of manure. — Two-pence per ton, per mile, on all other 

goods. — Oai shilling per mile, on each open boat, not exceeding seven tons burden. 

One penny, per ton, per mile, on all light vessels and boats, which is discounted 
from the tolls on the cargo brought back. — One penny per ton on all goods' landed, 
or put into other vessels.— Two-pgnce per ton on all vessels entering the harbours 
or basons, without unloading, or passing upon, or through the canal." 

The depreciation of bank-paper, is now, by the concurrence of circumstances, 
forcing itself on the observation of the mercantile parr of the public, in Epjflauci, 
notwithstanding their prtseot unwillingness to be undeceived, or to admit the disagree- 
able deductions, arising from uncontrovertable facts. 

Gold bullion, about the period of the restriction on the bank, not to pay in 
specie, in 1797, was 3/. 17i. W^ per oiuice. Itsoon rese to 4/. 4s. lOd. and is now at 
41. lae, or an advance of 20 per cent, or in other "word*, gold in competition with 
the present circulating medium cif paper U increased about one>£flh in value. This 
depreciatibn of paper becomes ciMispicuous, from the present state of the exchange 
with the continent, and is in great measure .occasioned by the. extravagant issue of" 
bank-notes, owing 19 the restriction act, exonerating the.jjank from the obligation to 
pay their notes in specie ; for if guineas were in general circulation, exchange on 
the Continent with Great Britain, could never rise much more above par, than 
a little above the cost of freight and risque, in sending guineas to the Continent, 
whereas a British guinea is now worth, in Hamburgh. U.^. and exchange is at the 
rate of 30 per cent, against London. 

The issues of the Bank of England in twelve yeats, rose from devcnto "sixteen 
ttiillions, but, to hide this rise, for a short time previous to making up their annual 
account, to lay before parliament, k is asserted that tligy diminish their discoimts 
in the proportion of 1 to 4, and immediately extend their issues, when the ^coiint 
is made tip. 

This evil is in progressive train, and may probably at no distant day, sap the 
highly vaunted commercial prosperity of Great Britain, and from the intmiate con- 
nection between government and the bank, endanger the safety of the c»antrv. 
However lavish the issues of the bank of England have been, those ot the banlsJof 
Ireland have more than kept pace with them, considering the eompamtive extent 
of the trade of the two countries. 

There is a prqudice existing in England, against trafficking in guineas, as -yve 
have done in Ireland, by buying and selling them, but if guinea* were exclusively 
required in one district of £ngland, they would Qertamly bear A premium, and tlje 
repugnance to this tra4e be speedily overcome. A.s matters are now circum- 
stanced, the covert trade now carried on by Jews and Others, may soon pro- 
bably become an open and avowed traffic there, as it has lung been in this countrv. 

The rate of exchange in Belfast has been nearly stationary during the fore part 
of this mouth, viz. 7J to 7^ for guineas, and 9| for notes, latterly it is ratlier de- 
clining. 'Ihe discount on bank notes has been about 2 per cent. In Dublin exchange 
hat also varied very little, rating at 9j to 9^ percent, but is now also looking down.

Tt l»»s often been, remarked by tiw cultivators of plants, that many of tbem espe- 
rieUce in their native climates, a much . gre^t^r degree of cold th^m destroys ^bem in 
Ireland; this has been particnUrly remarked of ijihe. natives of Nyrth- America, and 
uugbt appear very extraordinary, did we not knofr that fhe oj>iisfi is, their not 
en'O^in^ tbit portion o.f heat necessary to force their vegetating poWers to coni- 
{ilete the shoot^ . ai^ form ^iieir hybcmacule, or those scaly- buds, in which the 
iltcots of the ensuiijjg season are pro>;ected from coW. 

The present season from tbe uncomipon noctkin of moisture, -beliig very un- 
favourable to the earl}' nardening of ^he ^^oots> and the .formation of these 
bu<Is, wiU caJl ubbn pultivators to be peculiarly attentive to house their tender 
exotics in time, and {ajr^pare ^belter as oncasion may require for tbose which thty 
trust in the open ground, but natwithstaiuiuig that it is necessary to be attenitiVe to the 
approacbof fro; t, it is best not to be too hasty in housing, as all greeit'-house plants should 
be as short a time iii^er cover as possible, aqd have a large portidn"ofiu^ admitted 
•when there is not frost. It is said the Qiiiiese who are gt-estt folrciiig gardi- 
ners, and cultivators of curious plants, keep a pan of water along with their 
jjlants, and never think it neoessajy to guard agaJust coJd, until the water be- 
^ns to freeze •, this is a P*^^ Substitute for pur ihermoroetcr, but the idea 
which dilated the practice, is nevertheless just, for ialtbqugh the vegetation of 
^any may be checked, no plant is idju^ed by cold, utttil it comes to the 
Iw^zing poihf ; and fnjm ttutnerous observations it is time enough io house 
{j^-reen -house plants,- when the leaves of fhe Commpn Ash, become yellow, as 
fio frost need be ^preheoded of any importance before this appearance takes 
place.
